Worthless check round-up 
set for Tuesday, Feb. 26

The District Attorney's office 
for the Twelfth Judicial Circuit 
announced: its plans this week 
for the upcoming worthless 
check round-up to be held in 
Coffee and Pike counties 

Mark &. Fuller, - District 
Attorney ‘for the — Twelfth 
Judicial Circuit, said the worth- 
less check sound-wp-will-be held 
Tuesday, Feb. 26, in both coun 
ties: however, potential defen 
dants can take care of this matte 
beforehand to avoid participa 
tion with the event 

According to the district attor 
ney, potential worthless check 
defendants can either pay or 
make arrangements for payment 
of.. any outstanding checks 
before the ‘close of business on 
Monday, Feb. 25. By taking 
advantage of this option, the 
potential defendant will ayoid 
arrest and defer prosecution. In 
order to clear the case, Fuller 
said the potential defendants 
should go to the district attor- 
ney’s office where the complaint 
was filed as soon as possible. 

Those arrested, for. writing a 
worthless check will be charged 
with a Class A Misdemeanor 
and can be sentenced. to’ serve 
anywhere from zero days to one 
year in the county jail and/or 


fined up to $2,000: The defen- 
dant will also have to pay the 
court costs 
“There are a lot of worthless 
checks written in the Twelfth 
Judicial Circuit and across: the 
State of Alabama,” said Eddy 
Pennington, chief investigator 
for the Twelfth Judicial Circuit 
According to Fuller, almost 
6,200. worthless: cheeks were 
turned over-to his office during 
the calendar year.

Elba BOE members optimistic about financial report

The- Elba City School Board 
Meeting opened on an optimistic 
note last Thursday evening. The 
monthly finanetal report showed 
the school system with a bal- 
ance in the general fund of 
$367:875.87. ” Superintendent 
Danny Weeks cautioned board 
members not to overly excited 
r “too optimistic” because this 
is the time when annual proper- 
ty taxes dre paid, He added this, 
“can dwindle in a hurry when 
you start paying salaries.” 

However ia comparison with 
the same period Jast year shows 
the school with a balance of 
$52,000: in this-account and: in 
spite of a year long statewide 
prorauon during the past year, 
the local school, officials: have 
managed to make a substantial

in the financial condition of the

Board .members also dis 
cussed the possibility: of estab- 
lishing a one-time retirement 
incentive. program. this year 
his program would pay cash to 
any retirement qualified teacher 
or Support personnel who elects 
fo-accept retirement at the end 
of the school year.

She said inevitable events 
such as the closing of Dorsey 
Trailers, Inc, really took a bite 
out of the business, and 
although Dorsey has reopened 
with new ownership, there still 
isn't nearly as many employees 
working with the business, All 
in all, she said that means less 
business for other businesses. 
Another thing Bell said 
seemed to hurt the small dollar 
store was the habit of the people 
to travel to other cities fo Fhop. 
ping. She said the floods in 
which Elba endured forced peo- 
ple to get into the habit of trav- 
eling to buy their merchandise, 
and that mentality seems to still 
be strong, 

“We love our town and want- 


ed this (The DOLLAR BEB) to 


work,” Bell said. “We thought it 
would be good fer Elba, but we 
st can't contiaue with the 
Ith issues we are dealing 


with at this time.”

Pontoon Boats 
Offer Something 
For Everyone 


Late winter can be one of the best times to purchase a new or 
used bout. Attera long winter, boat dealers are ready to do business. 
If the new boat is forthe whole family, disagreements can arise over 
what type to buy. Dad and mom may want @ fishing: boat, Junior 
wants a sporty runabout, and Sis just wants a place to sunbathe. The 
pontoon boat may just be as close to the ideal compromise as you 
can get. 

Pontoon boats were once thought of as mainly cruising lounges, 
but they aré being used more and more for fishing. More than one 
brand is especially rigged just for fishing. It’s/éasy to.see why pon- 
loon boats are becoming moré popular, They’ are known for their 
ubility.to. provide large groups with comfort and luxury, and can also 
uctas fully functional fishing platforms. 

“A good freshwater fishing boat should be able to run ‘in fairly 
shallow water, it Should enable anglers to easily cast and it should 
have all the amenities to hold fish and fishing gear, said Yamaha Pro 
Jim-Bell: “Not everyone realizes it, but.a pontoon,boat can have all 
these qualities.” 

Tom and Betty Russell, owners of Big Daddy’ § Outdoors in 
Luverne, Alabama, now fish almost exclusively from their pontoon 
boat. * 1 like the smooth ride, and the large area to move around in.

“Several anglers have plenty of fishing room while fishing over a 
crappie hole. They are also ideal for trolling for suspended crappie 
and Bass, You can combine a family cruse and a trolling trip all in 

one,” suid Russell. 

Unlike boats with deep V hulls, pontoon boats have shallow 
dratts. so anglers can easily reach bass and other fish holding in rel- 
atively shallow water. For added ability to run in shallow: water, 
anglers should rig their pontoon, boat with an engine that easily 
trims upward. A trolling motor will enhance a pontoons boat’s abil- 
ity to reach fish in shallow water.. Pontoons are more maneuverable 
than most pedple think, and a good electric motor will also allow an 
angler to position the boat properly. 

Pontoon boats can be purchased with, or aftermarket equipped, 
with-amenities associated with fishing boats. It’s not uncommon to 
see pontoon boats with live wells, rod holders, electronic fish find- 
ers, and other equipment found on fishing boats, 

The family may have different ideas about what type boat to pur- 
chase, but few will be disappointed with the pontoon boat, Dad and 
mom can fill the freezer with crappie and Junior can take his new 
sweetie for a cruse while Sis chaperones as she sunbathes.
